Whereas from my youth I have been a 
great obſerver and admirer of the wonderful 
power, wiſdom and contrivance of the Al- 
mighty God, appearing in the works of his 
Creation; and, have gathered together many 
things in my own travels or voyages, or had 
them from others, eſpecially my ever ho- 
noured, late friend William Courten, Eſq; 
who ſpent the greateſt part of his life and 
eſtate in collecting ſuch things, in and from 
moſt parts of the earth, Which he left me

Now deſiring very much 
that theſe things tending many ways to the 
manifeſtation of the glory of God, the con- 
\; futation of atheiſm and its conſequences, the

But I mean all my library of books, drawings, 
manuſcripts, prints, medals and coins, an- 
tient and modern, antiquities, ſeals, &c. ca- 
meas and intaglios, &c. precious ſtones, 
agates, jaſpers, &c. veſſels, &c. of agate 
jaſper, &c. chryſtals, mathematical inſtru- 
ments, drawings and pictures, and all other 
things in my ſaid collection or muſæum, 
which are more particularly deſcribed, men- 
tioned and numbered, with ſhort hiſtories 
or accounts of them, with proper references 
in certain catalogues by me made, contain- 
ing thirty-eight volumes in folio, and eight 
volumes in quarto, except ſuch framed pic- 
tures as are not marked with the word (col- 
lection) to have and to hold to them and 
their ſucceſſors or aſſigns for ever; to the in- 
tent only that the ſame and every part and 
parcel of my ſaid collection or muſæum may 
be veſted in the ſaid Right Honourable and 
Hlonourable, and other perſons upon the 
truſts, and for the uſes and purpoſes, and 
ſubject to the ſeveral limitations and direc-

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tions hereafter patticularly ſpecified concern- 
ing the ſame: and for rendering this my in- 
| tention more effectual, that the ſaid collec- 
tion may be preſerved and continued intire in 
its utmoſt perfection and regularity; and be- 
ing aſſured that nothing will conduce more 
to this purpoſe, than placing the ſame under 
the direction and care of learned, experienced 
and judicious perſons who are above all low 
and mean views, I do earneſtly defire that 
the king, his royal highneſs the prince of 
Wales, his royal highneſs William duke of 
Cumberland, the archbiſhop of Canterbury 
for the time being, the right honourable 
Philip lord Hardwick, and the lord high 
chancellor for the time being, the lord pre- 
ſident of the council for the time being, the 
lord privy ſeal for the time being, the lord 
ſteward of his majeſty's houſhold for the 
time being, the lord chamberlain of his ma- 
jeſty's houſhold for the time being, his grace 
Charles duke of Richmond, his grace John | 
duke of Montague, his grace Holles duke 1 
of Newcaſtle, his grace John duke of Bed- | 1 
ford, and the two principal ſecretaries of 13 
ſtate for the time being; the right honour- 
able John earl of Sandwich, and the lord 
high admiral, or the firſt lord commiſſioner 
of the admiralty for the time being; the 
right honourable Henry Pelham, Eſq; _

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the lord high treaſurer, or the firſt lord com- 
miſſioner of the treaſury for the time being, 
and the chancellor of the exchequer for the 
time being, the lord chief juſtice of the 
king's bench for the time being, the lord 
chief juſtice of the common pleas for the 
time being, the lord chief baron of the ex- 
chequer for the time being, the lord biſhop 
of London for the time being, the lord bi- 
ſhop of Wincheſter for the time being, the 
right honourable Archibald duke of Argyle, 
the right honourable Henry earl of Pem- 
broke, the right honourable Philip earl of 
Cheſterfield, the right honourable Richard 
earl of Burlington, the right honourable 
Henry lord Montford, the right honour- 
able Arthur Onſlow, eſq; and the ſpeaker 
of the Houſe of Commons for the time 
being, the honourable lord Charles Caven- 
diſh, the right honourable Charles lord Ca- 
dogan, the right honourable John earl of 
Verney, and the right honourable George 
lord Anſon, will condeſcend fo far as to act 
and be viſitors of my ſaid muſeum and col- 
lection. And I do 1 with their leave, 
nominate and appoint them viſitors thereof, 
with full power and authority for any five or 
more of them to enter my ſaid collection or 
muſæum at any time or times, to peruſe, ſu- 
perviſe and examine the ſame and the ma- 
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nagement thereof; and to. viſit, correct and 
reform from time to time as there may be 
occaſion, either jointly with the ſaid truſtees, 
or ſeparately, upon application to them 
for that purpoſe; or otherwiſe all abuſes, 
defaults, neglects, or miſmanagements that 
may happen to ariſe therein, or touching or 
concerning the perſon or perſons, officer or 
officers that are or ſhall be appointed to at- 
tend the ſame. And my will is, and I 
do hereby requeſt and deſire, that the ſaid 
truſtees, - or any ſeven or more of them 
do make their humble application to 
his majeſty or to parliament, at the next ſeſ- 
fions after my deceaſe, as ſhall be thought 
moſt proper, in order to pay the full and 
clear ſum of twenty thouſand pounds of 
lawful money of Great-Britain, unto my ex- 
ecutors or the ſurvivors of them, within 
twelve months after my deceaſe, in conſide- 
ration of the faid collection or muſzum : It 
not being, as I apprehend or believe, a fourth 
of their real and intrinſic value; and alſo to 
obtain ſuch ſufficient and effectual powers 
and authorities, for veſting in the ſaid truſtees 
all and every part of my ſaid collection or 
muſzum before mentioned in all its branches; 
and alſo my ſaid capital manor houſe, with 
ſuch gardens and out-houſes as ſhall there- 
unto belong, and be uſed by me at the m_ 
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of my deceaſe, in which it is my deſire the 
fame ſhall be kept and preſerved; and alſo 
the water of, or belonging to my manor of 
Chelſea coming from Kenſington, ſubject to 
furniſhing or ſupplying the Lord Biſhop of 
Wincheſter's houſe as is now uſed; and alſo 
all that the advowſon or preſentation or ri 
of patronage of the church of Chelſea: 'To 
the end, the ſame premiſſes may be abſo- 
lutely veſted in the ſaid truſtees, for preſer- 
ving and continuing my ſaid collection or 
muſæum in ſuch manner as they ſhall think 
moſt likely to anſwer the public benefit by 
me intended; and alſo obtain as aforeſaid, a 
ſufficient fund or proviſion, for maintaining 
and taking care of my ſaid collection and pre- 
miſſes, and for repairing and ſupporting my 
ſaid manor houſe, water - work and premiſſes, 
to be veſted in the ſaid truſtees for ever: 


And I do hereby further direct and appoint, 


that my executors do and ſhall, upon pay- 


ment of the ſaid ſum of twenty thouſand 


pounds, deliver or cauſe to be delivered unto 
the ſaid truſtees, or any ſeven or more of 
them, for, and in the name of all of them, 
in the preſence of the viſitors, or any five 
or more of them, as well the poſſeſſion of 


my ſaid manor houſe and gardens at Chelſea 


aforeſaid, as alſo all my collection or muſæum 
before mentioned and deſcribed, and every

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part thereof in all its branches, whole and 
intire, as the ſame ſhall be found in my ſaid

And 
further, my will is, and I do hereby alſo di- 
rect and appoint, that in caſe his majeſty or 
the parliament do accept the ſaid offer, and do 
pay the ſaid ſum of twenty thouſand pounds 
unto my executors or the ſurvivor of them, 
that then my ſaid executors do, within fix 
months after ſuch payment as aforemen- 
tioned, and obtaining proper powers for ef- 
fectually veſting in the ſaid truſtees all my 
faid collection, and my ſaid capital houſe and 
gardens, with their appurtenances, water and 
advowſon, preſentation or right of patronage 
of the church of Chelſea as aforeſaid ; to- 
gether with my heir or heirs at law, and all 
other proper parties, do and ſhall join in and 
execute ſuch acts, deed, or conveyances, as 
ſhall be thought requiſite and neceſſary for

And further, my Will is, and I do hereby 
order and direct, that in caſe any difterence 
or diſpute ſhall happen to ariſe by or between 
the ſaid truſtees touching the ſaid premiſſcs, 
which cannot be adjuſted or ſettled among 
themſelves, then and in ſuch caſe, and as 
often as the fame ſhall happen, the viſitors 
hereby appointed, or any five or more of 
them, ſhall and are hereby autnorized and 
impowered, to hear and determine. in the 
moſt ſummary way, ſuch di ifference or diſ- 
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pute, whoſe order or determination ſhall be 
final. 


And it is alſo my Will and deſire, that all 
ſuch other powers and authorities may be 
added or veſted, as well in the ſaid intended 
truſtees, as in the viſitors hereby appointed, 
as ſhall by the legiſlature be thought moſt 
proper and convenient, for the better manage- 
ment, order, and care of my ſaid collection 
and premiſſes.

that there may be always a ſufficient num-

thorities in and over the premiſſes, as the

And my will alſo is, and I do direct, 
that (for continuing a ſufficient number of 
viſitors) upon or after the deceaſe of an 
five of the viſitors herein before particularly 
named, or any five of the viſitors for the time 
being, or of any leſs number if they fo pleaſe, 
that then and in ſuch caſe, and ſo often as 
the ſame ſhall happen, the ſurvivors of ſuch 
viſitors, or any five or more of them, ſhall 
and may elect and chuſe ſuch other perſon 
or perſons as they ſhall think fit, provided 
they be not truſtees in the room of ſuch 
of them as ſhall happen to die; and the 
perſon or perſons ſo elected and choſen, 
ſhall be inveſted with the ſame powers and 
authorities in and over the premiſſes, as the 
viſitors hereby named, ſo as the number of 
viſitors never exceed more than thirty at 
any one time. | 


And I do hereby declare, that it is my

purpoſe, by the managers or directors of the 
ſaid royal academy of ſciences at Peters- 
burgh, or any other on that behalf im- 
powered, then my will is, and I do hereby 
direct and appoint, that my executors or the 
ſurvivors of them, do and ſhall fell and diſ- 
pole, or cauſe to be ſold and diſpoſed of all 
and every part of my faid collection or mu- 
ſerum as before deſcribed, with the cata-

vivors of them, and to be deemed in like
